THE MEMORIAL WINDOW--WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 


The artist who designed and made the window writes thus: 


I like to feel that I might be continuing the mediaval tradition 
of presenting the Gospel in glass. I consciously design my windows to 
incorporate traditional symbols, but using them in such a way that I 
hope they will appear fresh and repay familiarity by revealing different 
layers of meaning. 


I don't really want to attempt to explain the window very fully. 
Like a parable, it should and must mean different things to different 
people. I offer a brief explanation to some of the layers of meaning: 


1. The cruciform--the symbol of divine intervention in the life of 
man- - the deep waters of the soul. John 1. 14. 


2. The womb, as a symbol of regeneration, the fire as a symbol of 
male virility, rising from the sea of Lite, incorporated into the 
Cross as a symbol of death and resurrection. John 3. 48 5. 


3. The vine as a symbol of the community of the Church into which we 
are received through the Sacrament of Baptism, with the refining 
fire behind symbolising Confirmation and rising from the Baptismal 
waters, ES 8 


4. It might also be noted that the winde a memorial to Mr. and 
Mrs. William Herbert Chaffey.
